Baldwin  urged  every  one  to  k<  <  j 
tlu- Sabbath  holy  to  the  Lord.  iunl  se* 
that,  tli*-y  and  their  households  set  a 
good  example  Wfore. tin-  community  and 
the  youth  xvho  were  now  coining  forward 
into  the  arena  of  life. 

Mr.  H.  A.  Franks,  of  Silver  Luke,  gave 
an  account  of  the  way  in  which  by  God’s 
grace  he  was  saved  from  the  excessive 
use  of  liquors,  which  xvius  carrying  him 
towards  tlie  drunkard's  doom.  By  the 
paver  of  tlie  Holy  Spirit  he  was  trans¬ 
formed  into  a  nexv  man  in  Christ,  and 
the  chains  of  slavish  habit  fell  from  liim 
He  lived  m»xv  iu  daily  dep-mlence  on  that 
gnice  which  had  saved  him,  not  trust  in, 
himself,  hut  holding  fast  the  hand  of  his 
Savior  at  idl  times.  For  the  sake  of  the 
tempted  and  the  weak,  he  urged  tlie  ut 
ter  destruction  of  the  rum  traffic  and 
closing  the  saloons  on  week  days  as  well 
as  Sundays.  New  Jersey  would  not  get 
back  to  the  good  old  ways  until  the  citi¬ 
zens  put  in  good  ami  temperate  men, 
pledged  to  administer  justice  and  exe¬ 
cute  the  laws.  He  xvas  heard  with  much 
interest. 

Air.  Bourne  referred  to  a  misapprehen¬ 
sion  of  the-  lafv  in  regal’d  to  fishing  by 
Seine  or  net.  There  xvius  a  heavier  tine 
fur  this  than  for  ordinary  rod  fishing. 
He  also  called  attention  to  the  provision 
the  laxv  that  “any  one  who  frequented 
tippling  houses  on-  Sunday"  should  be 
tilled  one  doiiiU'  for  each  otTence:  itm-s-io 
rue  for  tlie  lienetit  of  the  pmr  of  tlu* 
toxvnsliip.  He  said  it  was  not  neces¬ 
sary  to  prove  that  those  xvho  entered  sa 
loons  Oil  Sunday  drank  there.  NO  one  is 
resold  there,  under  penalty  of  one 
liar  for  each  visit  on  Sunday.  This  is 
aid  in  keeping  the  saloons  from  doing 
business  on  that  day.  Any  committee  of 
citizens,  organized  or  not,  hy  exercising 
prop-r  surveillance  over  the  saloons,  can 
secure  olwervance  of  the  law  liy  noting 
visitors  and  having  them  fined.  This 
would  soon  s{*>p  the  traffic. 

Mr.  Grcemvood  inquired  if  the  true 
plan  would  not  be  to  shut  the  saloons  up 
altogether,  week  days  as  well  as  Sundays. 

Air.  Pier  presented  the  subject  from  its 
moral  suid  Christian  susjK'ets.  If  men 
were  truly  converted  they  would  give  up 
tlie  derailing  liahit  and  traffic,  and  the 
Sunday  laws  would  Ik*  readily  observed, 
as  xvell  sis  the  .Sabbath  kept  in  a  proper 
manner.  Temperance  men  and  women 
should  show  the  drinkers  their  danger 
and  constrain  them  to  accept  the  great 
salvation. 

Air.  Kveland  spike  of  the  necessity  of 
active,  combined  effort  in  the  cause  of 
Temperance  ami  the  Sabbath,  now  vio 
luted  hy  so  ltiany  in  various  ways. 

Air.  Vamlcrxverken  inquired  xvhetlnir
